Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative presented discussions as to the relevance 
of the Nowell reference. Examiner emphasized that given that Nowell taught that maximally redundant coding was the 
most beneificial, this supported the position of the primary reference, and then advised applicant that should the claims 
be amended to recite "exclusively" or "only" the shape category, then the rejections would be withdrawn, given that ( as 
pointed out by applicant's representative) Nowell teaches that shape-only coding has the least efficacy and highest 
complexity / operator confusion of the various encoding schema. Applicant's representative stated that such possible 
amendments would be considered before the filing of the next response. ]
